What the war did to the univers- 
ities and colleges in this country and 
in Eng.and, the present great famine 
is doing to those in China. The stu- 
dents arc forsaking their classrooms 
in response to a call of need. 

Several cf the Chinese colleges 
already have closed, and the studénts 
| have gone ito the stricken districts in 
'the quickly mobilized army . of relief 
werkers through whose efforts 
among t>c millions left destitute by 
flood and drought are being kept alive 
with food rushed in from the outside

Sudden Cold Snap Trapped Millions of 
Herring in Narrow Neck of, 
Alaskan Harbor. 








What is declared by Captain Brunn 
and officers of the steamship North- 
western to be the greatest fish tragedy 
ever enacted. to human knowledge, oc- 
curred at. Klawack bay, ‘Prince of 
Wales island, January 30, when at one 
stroke more than 2,000,000,000 good 
sized herring lost their lives, a Ketchi- 
kan (Alaska) dispatch to the New 
York Sun states. The crew related 
their remarkable experience of sail- 
ing through miles of dead fish. 

They said Klawack bay was full of 
herring three days before the North- 
western arrived, when a sudden freeze 
caught the fish in the narrow-necked 
harbor before they could escape to 
sea. The freeze came with great sud- 
denness and’ severity and about six 
inches of.ice formed in the harbor. 
Millions of herring at the entrance 
could’ be seen dumbly fighting to get 
out to sea before the inclosed waters 
were frozen.

Dr. Wallace chose “Prayer” as the 
theme for his sermon Sabbath even- 
ing. The text is found in Luke 9:29 
where it says, “And-as he prayed, the 
fashion of his ,countenance was alter- 
ed, and his, raiment was white and 
glistering.”, In his introduction pray- 
er was defined as “the eternal in man 
at the gates of the invisible.” 

The first part of the sermon dealt 
with the “conviction of the reality of 


prayer.” Dr, Wallace pointed out 
how the power of prayer is doubted 
and how many question its reality. 


He showed how God might be attuned 
to man just as two wireless instru- 
ments are attuned to each other and 
how science should in no way con- 
tradict the teachings of prayer. Four 
witnesses to the truth of prayer were 
pointed out, the Bible, Christ, the 
Early Church and the experiences of 
all the saints down through the ages. 
If prayer is false then all these are 
untruthful and deceitful. 

The last part of the sermon dealt 
with the answers to prayer. Often 
the question is asked, “Why are the 
returns from prayer so small?” But 
after all are they so small? It is true 
that many prayers are not answered, 
but perhaps there are causes. Dr. 
Wallace pointed out some of these 
causes; many times our prayers are 
not prayers but “vain repetitions,” 
many times men do not continue in 
prayer, sometimes man prays, for 
things which God knows would not 
be good for him and sometimes man 
prays for things which he himself is 
able to get. Dr.’ Wallace declared 
that man’s prayers would be answered 
when he came to have a right attitude 
toward God, toward Christ, who died 
for man’s sin, and toward his fellow- 
men. When man comes to have this 





attitude, then his prayers will be 
answered and ‘his countenance will 
be altered and his vaiment will be 
white and glistering.”

Use More Coconut Fat. 

For many years past the world’s 
production of animal fats has been 
steadily diminishing. Lack of such 
fats spelled famine in Europe durigg 
the war, when great quantities of 
them were withdrawn from human use 
to make glycerin for high explosives. 

Sven now, and in this country, ‘there 
is an Insufficiency of animal fats (as 
indicated by the price of butter) :and 
to make good the shortage coconut 
oll is imported in ‘enoritious quanti- 
ties. During the last year 345,737,913 
pounds of this oil were brought into 
the United States, 


The oil is largely used in cooking 


fat, but also In the manufacture of 
nut butter, candles, soap and = cos- 
metics. It is said to be an excellent 


substitute for cod liver oil. being high- 
ly digestible and with the advantage 
of an agreeable flavor. At ordinary 
temperature coconut. ofl fs. a white. 
butterlike solid. aio 
The new “meats” are dried in the 
sun before shipment from the trepical 
countries, where coconuts are grown. 
In this shape the material is called 
copra, The oil is extracted by power- 
ful hydraulic presses, the yield being 
65 to 70 per cent of the weight of the 
copra.—Kansas City Star. 
Overheated Houses, 
Atmospheric ,conditions in. homes, 
say specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, are fre- 
ie not maintained as they should 
be. uses are often oyerheated.. In 
most. ‘cases practically’ no thought is 
given to humidity, or air moistening. 
Physicians insist that an overheated 
house is unhealthful, and that colds, 
sore throats, coughs, and the tendency 
to be nervous and feverish may be at- 
tributed to continually breathing air

Modern Science Has Shown It 
to Be Practicable, 

Tattoving is the mechanical intro- 
duction of pigments under the skin 
and a very well-known process. The 
pigments employed are carbon, cinna- 
bar, carmine and indigo. 

Most methods employed to remove 
these marks, says Science and Inven- 
tion, are by a reactive and a destruc- 
tive inflammation which will result 
tn the formation of a crust, later cast 
off together with tattooed markings. 
One method is to retattoo the marks 
with a solution of 30 parts of zine 
chlorid and 40 parts of water. A 
mild inflammation will result; a crust 
forms and about a week later this 
falls off, leaving a scar which gradual- 
ly heals. Later a repetition of this 
may be necessary. .This may be done 
by the professional tattoeer. 

The second method is to tattoo 
again, making the punctures close to-,| 
gether after the design has been drawn 
over with a concentrated solution of |.- 
tannin. A stick of silver nitrate is 
then firmly drawn over the surface 
and after a period of several minutes 
it is then wiped off. This is far more 
effective than the first and less scar 
forms. Two other substances, per 
haps more efficient than either of the 
above, and applied in the same man- 
tier as thé first, are caroid and glyce 
role of papoid.

One field of Red Cross service alone, 
that. of assisting disabled veterans of 
the World War, entails expenditures 
$4,000,000 greater than the aggregate | 
receipts of the Annual Roll Call of! 
1920, the American Pe“ Cross an- 
nounvces in a statement urging a wide- 
spread increase in membership at the 
Annual Roll Call, November 11 to 24. 
At the present time National Head- 
quarters and the nation-wide chain of 
Chapters of the Red Cross is’ spénd- 
ing approximately $10,000,000 annual- 
ly for the relief of disabled -ex-service 
men and their families, while the ag- , 
gregate receipts from) last year’s Roll 
Call were approximately $6,000,000. 

It. is in the 2,289 of the 3,600 Red 
Cross Chapters which still are helping | 
solve the veteran’s problem of adjust- 
ing himself to a normal civilian status | 
that the greater part of the cost of this 
service is borne. Of the total sum | 
apent for veterans’ relief ‘last year, | 
National Headquarters expended a to- 
tal of more than $2,600,000, while the 
remaining disbursement. of approxi- 
Mately $7,000,000 represents the con: 
éribution of Chapters in this country- | 
wide effort to assist the Government 
in providing the aid sorely needed” by 
these men and their families. 


An Ever Expanding Problem 
That the problem of the disabled | 
service man is ever-expanding and | 
probably will not reach the peak. be- 
fore 1925, is the assertion of. well-in- 
formed Government officials and that 
2,397- Red Cross Chapters regard it 
as| their most important work is evi- 
@ence that the expansion is in nowise 
eenfined to a particular section but is, 
@a the contrary, nation-wide; At the 
end of the fiscal year, June 80, 1921, 
there were 26,300 disabled service men 
in the 1,692 United States Public 
Health Service, Contract and Govern- 
ment Hospitals. and Soldiers’ Homes, 
and that number is increasing. at a 
rate of 1,000 a month. 
Thousands of these men receiving 
medical treatment, compensation and 
vocational training from the Govern- 
Ment today, started their efforts to 
obtain them through the Red Cross 
Chapter. The Chapter, acting as the 
disabled man’s agent in.claims against 
the Government, informs the man as to 


him that which is provided him by 
Federal statute... His applications for 
compensation, medical treatment and 
training are properly filed with the aid 
of the Red Cross Chapter. 

Many Forms of Assistance 

If there is delay before”the man's’ 
claim. is acted upon, the Red Cross 
Chapter lends the man money to meet 
the imperative needs. of himself and 
his dependents. 

Most vital to the man’s gaining full 
benefit from the Government’s care is 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home. Keeping the.veteran’s fain- 
fly from hardship of every kind and 
informing him of {ts welfare is an- 
other province of the Chapter. Free 
from fear on this score, the man’s re- 
covery and advancement usually is 
rapid. 

Every month durjng the last year, 
the American Red Cross has given

In decided contrast with the pre- 
vious year, only one tornada assumed 
the proportions of a major disaster. 
This occurred on April 15, in the bor- 
der sections of TexaS and 
with the city of Texarkana “the 
center.,. The significant feature of thls 
disaster relief work was the fact that 
it covered-so much rural territory as 
to make’ necessary a large number of 
relief workers. 

The famine in China, necessitating 
relief expendi tures toi alling more than 
$1,000,000 by the American Red Cross 
was by far the most serious of the 
foreign disasters in. which the Red 
Cross gave aid. 

Builds Up Its Machinery 

In connection with the *administra- 
tion of-:disaster relief measures, an in- 
creasing effectiveness on the part of 
the Red Cross to.deal with emergen- 
cies was manifested during the past 
year. In 328 Chapters of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross there have been formed 
special committees to survey the re- 
sources of their respective communi- 
ties and to be prepared in case of 
disaster. In others of the 3,402 active 
Chapters, a network of comninnication 
has been formed through which instan- 
taneous relief may be dispatched to 
any part of the United States. 

That its werk in this field may be 
eapioned with ever greater effective-

William Henry Perkin was an odd 
sort of a youngster. When he was 13 
years old and a|student in the City ‘of 
London School he heard ofa series of 
lectures on chemistry during the noon 
Tecess. Young! William Henry de- 
cided that the lectures wonld be of 
more. v alue to him than his lunches, so 
lie took in the lectures. 

Apparently the lectures made a de- 
sided impression upon the boy. Two 
years later he entered the laboratory 
of a chemist named Hofman ‘in. the 
Royal College of London and by the 
time he was. 17, had started upon his 
career as a reseatcher. Perkin decided 
that his mission}in life’ was to isolate 
phenenthrene from coal tar and prv 
pare artificial quinine In’ order -to 
speed the day when his task would be 
done he set up a private laboratory and 
worked overtimé. Whil at: wyark 1 
this laborator y in the spring of 1856, 
he found in hi while oxi- 
dizing some aniline oil, a black, 
mass instead of

Ten years later Perkin
